SILVER BILL: 
BEATS BONUS 
AMENDMENT 


Chamber Passes Purchase 
Measure by 55 to 25 
After Defeating All 


Changes Which the Ad- 
ministration Opposed. 


METAL TO BE FOURTH 


OF MONETARY BASE 


Inflation Under Legislation 
Is Estimated Up to $1,- 
500,000,000 — Long 
Fails to Strike Out 
Profits Tax. 


“WASHINGTON, June 12. — The 
Senate passed the administration 
silver purchase bill last night by a 
vote of 55 to 25. No amendment 
opposed by administration forces 
was accepted. 

The Senate rejected an amend- 
ment providing for cash payment 
of the soldiers’ bonus. The. vote 
was 51 to 31. 

Earlier in the session a bonus 
bill was defeated, 64 to 24. 

The silver bill authorizes the 
Treasury to buy silver and issue 
silver certificates until a fourth of 
‘the nation’s money is backed by sil- 
ver 

The bill goes back to the House 
for action on Senate amendments. 
These are expected to be approved 
without the usual conference delay. 


Party Lineup on Bill. 

Eight Republicans lined up with 
4 Democrats and Shipstead of 
Minnesota, Farmer-Laborite, to pass 
the silver bill, with 19 Republicans 
and six Democrats voting in oppo- 
sition. 

The entire silver bloc voted for 
the bill, even those Senators who 
had sought to amend it on ‘the 
ground it would not change the 
status of silver as money. Among 
the six Democratic Senators who 
voted against the bill was Carter 
Glass. The bill was the first 
Monetary measure to go through 
th Senate under the Roosevelt 
deal” without debate by 
Glass. 

On the bonus vote, 11 Republic- 
ans combined with 19 Democrats 
and Shipstead to favor the Amend- 
ment. It was voted down by 17 
Republicans and 34 Demccrats. 

Friends of the silver bill said 
during debate it would require pur- 
chase by the Treasury of about 
1400,000,000 ounces of siiver and 
the issuance of silver certificates 
against this in an amount equai to 
the cost of the metal. 

Estimates on Inflation. 

Estimates of possible inflation 
Under this proposal ranged up to 
about $1,500,000,000, depending upon 
how far the President exercised the 
power conferred upon him. 

Silver bought by the Treasury 
would be paid for at the world 
Price, but valued in the monetary 
socks at $1.29 an ounce, the statu- 
lory price. Thus, if the silver. pur- 
chased cpst $500,000,000, silver: cer- 
Uficates with a face value of that 
mount would have to be issued. 

This, however, would use up only 
part of the new silver, as less than 
én ounce would be required for each 
dollar certificate under the $1.29 
Price. The President, if he desired, 
‘ould use all the silver as a basis 
for silver certificate issuance. 

Much of the debate, and most of 
the efforts to liberalize the bill cen- 

red about this plan of valuing the 

liver at $1.29 an ounce.

Record Run on Treasury 
For Cents, Nickels, Dimes 


Unexplained Demand 


for All Kinds of Small 


Change Puts Philadelphia Mint on 
Three-Shift Basis. 


By tae Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, June 12.—An un- 
precedented and unexplained run 
on the United States Treasury for 
small change+—cents, nickels, dimes, 
quarters and half-dollars—has “al- 
most exhausted the supplies in the 
Federal Reserve Banks, the Treas- 
ury and the mints.” 

Secretary of the Treasury Mor- 
genthau said yesterday the demand 
was far out of proportion to any 
that has ever occurred before at 
this time of the year in the whole 
history of the mints. He offered 
no explanation. He said merely 
that he had found the information 
interesting and was passing it 
along. 


Treasury figures showed that in 
the first five months of this year 
more subsidiary coins were shipped 
than in the corresponding periods 
of all of the preceding 13 years 
put together. For the five months 
of 1934 shipments amounted to $3,- 
603,000 as compared with a total 
of $2,477,000 for this period, 1921 
to 1933, inclusive. 


| The extraordinary demand has 
put the Philadelphia mint on a 
three-shift basis and speeded coin- 
age at the Denver and San Fran- 
cisco mints. Quarters were in 
greatest demand. Shipments of 
quarters in the five-month period 
amounted to $1,465,000 as compared 
with a _ total of $435,000 for the 
period in all of the preceding 13 
years. 

“Production of copper cents, of 
which 82,650,000 have been shipped 
since Jan. 1, is just keeping abreast 
of the demand,” Morgenthau said. 
“Of quarters, there is a real short- 
age and orders are being rationed 
instead of being shipped in full. 
Last Friday night there was only 
$1000 in quarters at the Philadel- 
phia mint. .. The demand is 
also heavy for half-dollars.” 

Shipments of dimes in the first 
five months of 1934 were $655,000 
as compared with $353,000 in the 
first five months of the ‘preceding 
13 years combined; of nickels $421,- 
000 as compared with $480,000, and 
of cents $826,500 as compared with 
$538,900. 


TRAIN-WRECKERS TRY 


Track Dynamited Near Vienna 
But Minister Fey’s Express 
Is Flagged to Stop. 


By the Associated Press. 

VIENNA, June 12.—Train wreck- 
érs today attempted to kill Emil 
Fey, Minister of Public Security 


of Austria, by dynamiting the 
tracks ahead of his express train. 

It was the second attempt against 
the life of a high official of the 
Government in four days. Last Sat- 
urday a bomb was discovered above 
the office of Prince Ernst von 
Starhemberg, Vice-Chancellor. Fre- 
quent efforts also have been made 
to kill Pey 

deaaeee the wreckers dynamited 
the Vienna-to-Budapest main line 
near Goetzendorf, 24 miles east of 
here. Both tracks were torn up, 
but the train, on which Fey was 
traveling to Budapest, was flagged 
in time to prevent a wreck. 

The attempt to wreck the train 
came just as the Directors of Se- 
curity of the Nation issued orders 
to soldiers and auxiliary guards 
protecting Austrian railroads that 
they must in the future shoot to 
kill any person approaching rail- 
road lines at any spot except au- 
thorized crossings and stations. 

The official Government gazette 
published Government offers of up 
to 10,000 schillings (about $2000) for 
information leading to the arrest of 
terrorists. 

Chancellor Dollfuss is scheduled 
to go to Budapest tomorrow for an 
agricultural conference, thexeby 
leaving Prince von Starhemberg in 
control of the Government, for the 
first time since he became Vice- 
Chancellor, succeeding Fey. 

The power line mast at Scheibbs, 
in Lower Austria, was dynamited 
last night, and several small bombs 
were exploded in railway stations.

The..committee, during a four- 
hour session yesterday, received ob- 
jections to Dr. Tugwell’s advance- 
ment from assistant secretary with 
a salary increase of $2500. He was 
opposed by Smith, Senator Byrd 
(Dem.), Virginia, and others. 

His supporters predicted the Sen- 
ate would easily confirm the nomi- 
nation. 

Senator Thomas (Dem.), Okla- 
homa, was the only one of the 19 
committee members absent. 

Support by Republicans. 

The vote of Senator McNary, the 
Republican leader, was cast for 
Tugwell by Senator Capper (Rep.), 


Kansas, with the reservation that / 


the Oregon Senator could either 
support or oppose the nominee on 
the floor. 

Democrats voting for Tugwell 
were Wheeler, McGill, Bankhead, 
Bulow, Caraway, Bone, Murphy, 
Pope and Hatch.

The action was taken without 
discussion.

Speech That Caused Row. 
In his much-discussed speech of

cessity for departure from a laissez- 
faire business system which con- 
tained “explosive possibilities” in 
order to avoid the “provocation to 
violence of a long-patient people.” 

Declaring he was not advocating 
but merely discussing the situation 
as it existed, Tugwell said “this 
sweeping statement of the logic of 

planning is simply an attempt to 
foresee what our economic institu- 
tions will be>-like if we adopt the 
planning principle. 

“We shall not, we never do, pro- 
ceed to the changes here suggested 
all at once. Little by little, however, 
we may be driven the whole length 
of this road; once the first step is 
taken, wrich we seem about to take, 
that road will begin to suggest 
itself as the way to a civilized 
industry.” 

Planning is the opposite of con- 
flict, he added, “its meaning is al- 
lied to co-ordination, to rationality, 
to publicly defined and expertly ap- 
proached aims; but not to private 
money-making ventures, and not to 
the guidance of a hidden hand.” 

The essence of business, the As- 
sistant Secretary of Agriculture, 
then professor of economics at Co- 
lumbia University, said, “is its free 
venture for profits if an unregu- 
lated economy.

WASHINGTON, June 12.—A new 
denunciation of NRA methods and 
codes, filed with President Roose- 
velt by the Darrow Review Board, 
contains a demand for searching 
inquiry into alleged “arbitrary ex- 
ercise of power” by NRA Adminis 
trator Johnson, 


Saying “the rule of the military 
commander is totally unsuited to 
the genius, habits, traditions or 
psychology of the American people, 
and wholly ineffectual in meeting 
the present national crisis,” the 
Darrow board found that the retail 
trade code had been in a “stealthy 
Manner ruined” by NRA changes 
made after it was submitted by the 
industry and before it was promul 
gated by the President. 

The board charges that such al- 
terations, resulted in promotion of 
trusts and monopolies under the 
codes and left the consumer de- 
fenseless against price-gouging by 
business. 

Ridiculous, Says Johnson. 

At a press conference, Johnson 
called this charge “ridiculous,” say- 
ing probably 50 per cent of the 
codes had to be changed before go- 
ing to the President and that in 
every case the industry had been 
informed. He had not yet read the 
report, he said, but would answer 
it when he did. 

The report, supposedly confiden- 
tial until released by the President, 
was slipped out in advance so to- ° 
day Chairman Clarence Darrow 
gave out official copies. 


The report says: 

“We desire to enter our protests 
against. the practice of surrep- 
titiously altering codes drawn in 
the open, It is most unfair, unrea- 
sonable, arbitrary and autocratic, 
It clothes the administrator with 
the perilous power of an economic 
satrap. It cannot exist without 
tending to multiply the ascendancy 
of the large enterprise; it cannot 
exist without grave dangers to our 
democratic system. 

“The sinister changes made in 
this (retail) code, without warrant, 
without resubmission to the body

Enemy of Speculation. 


“The most effective enemy of 
‘speculative profit-making’ would be 
an ‘implemented scheme for pfan- 
ning production,’”. Tugwell said. 
“For such a scheme would quite 
conflict and inject into economic af- 
fairs an order and regularity which 
no large speculation could survive. 

“Every depression period wearies 
us with insecurity; the majority of 
us seem all to be whipped at once; 
and what we long for temporarily 
is safety rather than adventure.’ 

He declared he did not believe 
society was ready for creating its 
future according to a determined 
purpose. 

“But we are at the point where 
discussion of this possible mastering 
of future history is beginning to 
assume practical aspects; and there 
is undoubtedly some need for haste 
if change is to come peaceably. 

“It is my view that the prospec- 
tive discussion ought to be carried 
out with a clear view of its phil- 
osophical implications and of its in- 
stitutional requirements. If we ac- 
cept the principle of planning we 
must accept its implied destruction 
of the structure of a laissez-faire 
industry.” 

: Against Soviet Plan. 

The Tugwell hearing yesterday 
continued from 10 a. m. to 2:20 p. m. 

At one time Tugwell told Senator 
Bailey: 

“I take it that what you are try- 
ing to get me to say is that I be- 
lieve in the soviet system of gov- 
ernment.

DUNV OF COURT 
TO.NSTRUCT JURY, 
NEW RULING HOLDS 


Missouri Supreme Bench, 
Division’ One, Disap- 
proves Previous Opinions 
to the Contrary. 


By the Associated Press. 
JEFFERSON CITY, June 12. — 


The Missouri Supreme Court, Di- 
vision No. 1, today disapproved past 
rulings holding that it was not the 
duty of courts to instruct juries 
on -the law and evidence in a case 
unless requested to do so by either 
side in a case at bar. 

In an opinion written by Judge 
Frank E. Atwood, and concurred 
in by the other-members of the 
court, it was held that courts must 
instruct juries “when such instruc- 
tion is necessary to enable them 
to decide cases accarding to the 


law and evidence.” / 


; 

Because of the intportance of the 
decision, the opinion in the case 
was transferred to the court en 
banc. Judge Atwood also held that 
courts of the State have the inher- 
ent right to make their own rules 
for the practice of law, that this is 
a judicial and not a legislative 


function. 
Judge Atwood’s Ruling. 
“There may be cases in which 
the issues are so plain and the 
applicable principles of law so sim- 
ple that instructions from the court 
are unnecessary,” Judge Atwood 
pointed out. 
“However, when it is apparent to 
a trial Judge that the nature of 
a case is such that the jury should 
be instructed as to the issues and 
the law he should see that such is 
done before 'the case is submitted, 
and the counsel for the respective 
parties, as officers of the court, 
should not fail to render the aid 
that may be rightly expected from 
each of the parties to this end.” 
Previous rulings of the dourt in- 
consistent with today’s ruling were 
disapproved by the divisional ruling 


The ruling was made in affirm- 
ing a judgment for $7500 against 
the East St. Louis Railway Co. for 
personal injuries sustained by Em- 
ma Dorman while alighting from 
one of the company’s street cars. 
In the-lower court she was given 
a judgment of $10,250, but the Su- 
preme Court ordered a remititur of 
$2750 on this amount. 

Judge Arnold said in his opin- 
ion that “it: appears that the jury 
was sufficiently instructed on one 
assignment of negligence.” 

“Neither party is in position to 
complain because the court did not 
instruct on other assignments of 
negligence,” he said.

mate and should not be interfered 
with. 

Another Darrow protest was 
against suspension in the original 
code of a provision requiring a flat 
10 per cent mark-up on all prices 
to cover labor costs. The 10 per 
cent has since been instituted by 
executive ofder, following an inves- 
tigation. 

Other modifications of prohibi- 
tions on various types of advertis- 
ing, mostly by insertion of the same 
word “inaccurately,” were de- 
nounced. 

On the retail food and grocery 
code the board protested . against 
permission for big retailers to sell 
at a lower cost than little ones, be- 
cause of their lower-priced pur- 
chases. 

“In this respect,” the board said, 
“the interests of the consumer would 
seem at first to be disregarded, but 
it is to be remarked that at present 
the real interest of the consumer is 
that the small enterprise shall live 
and not die.” 

Five Other Complaints. 

Other complaints filed bv 
board are: 

That the coffee code. requires 
marking of all blends in which 
cereals are added to the ground 
coffee, but does not require this 

of blends mixed with ‘chicory, 
which it alleges is used by the 
larger companies. 

That the plumbing fixture code 
prohibits sale of grade “B” or 
slightly damaged pieces, which, it 
is said, discriminates because 
small manufacturers turn out 
four times as many damaged 
pieces as big ones. 

That the lead peneil code is 
dominated by four big companies, 
oppressing by many provisions 
small manufacturers in’ Tennes- 
see, depriving them of low-price 
competition by reducing their 
wage differential, by forbidding 
freight pre-payment on _ small 
shipments, and by seemingly un- 
fair assessments for code admin- 
istration. 

That the bedding code forbides 
manufacture of second-hand bed- 
ding and deprives of business 
some 50 bedding restorers whose 
market is among the poor of New 
York City. 

That the brake-lining division 
of the asbestos code is not being 
enforced and therefore “rather 
worse than farcical and not worth 
sustaining.” 

Criticism of Shoe Code. 

Criticism of the shoe code turned 
largely on NRA’s amendment of a 
flat 30-day credit limit to allow pay- 
ment 30 days “after delivery date 
specified in order or date of ship- 
ment.” The board’s contention was

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NEARLY TWO BILLION SPENT 
FOR RELIEF IN 23 MONTHS 


17,000,000 Persons on Rolls in May—Congress 
Asked to Vote $1,000,000,000 
More. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 12—Direct 
unemployment relief will have cost 
the Federal Government more than 
two billion dollars by Aug. «, and 
relief officials predict another /bil- 
lion will be needed within the next 
year, . 

The Roosevelt administration will 
have spent $1,600,000,000 by July 1, 
in the 13 months since Harry L 
Hopkins became Federal Emerg- 
ency Relief Administrator. This 
figure does not include millions 
spent by the Agricultural Adjust- 
ment Administration for foodstuffs 
turned over to the Federal Surplus 
Relief Corporation for distribution 
to unemploye’, 

$2,150,000,000 Appropriated. 

Direct relief appropriations in the 
last 23 months have totaled $2,150,- 
000,000. First came $300,000,000 dur- 
ing the Hoover administration, al- 
lotted to states and taken from 
their Federal aid highway funds, 
Then the Roosevelt administration 
appropriated $500,000,000 for direct 


grants. The Public Works Admin- 
istration gave $400,000,000 to fi- 
nance the Civi! Works program. 
Another $950,000,000 was voted by 
Congress last winter. A bill for 
more than one billion dollars for 
direct relief and $525,000,000 for 
drouth relief is now before Con- 
gress. 

Relief expenditures now are about 
$110,000,000 a month. Officials estt- 
maté 4,000,000 families—17,000,000 
people—were on relief rolls in May. 

Rehabilitation 

A rural rehabilitation program of 
the relief administration is just 
starting. Hopkins estimated today 
that nearly $100,000,000 would have 
been spent within the next year. 
The Government expects to get 
back at least 75 per cent through 
repayments of loans. 

The civil works and emergency 
works programs which gave em- 
ployment to more than 4,000,000 at 
times, are said by relief officials to 
have resulted in hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars’ worth of construc- 
tion and other work of public bene- 
fit. 


could not compete if discounts were 
to be allowed so long after the or- 
der was received.

The cement code was assailed for 
provisions which the board held 
aided the dominant units to per- 
petuate monopolistic control of the 
industry. The report on this code, 
however, complimented for the first 
time an NRA official, Barton W. 
Murray, Deputy Administrator, for 
explaining what had gone on under 
the code and moves-taken by NRA 
to prevent possible acts of oppres- 
sion, 

But the report turned right 
around and recommended removal 
from his present duties of an as- 
sistant deputy administrator on the 
code who had advised a lumberman 
not to cut prices on old stocks be- 
cause it might bring later retalia- 
tion from manufacturers. 

The report also urged removal of 
an executive secretary of the lum- 
ber code authority for what it called 
failing: to take care of a situation 
developed at a Darrow board hear- 
ing, and removal from office of the 
Western Pine Association, agency 
of the code authority, on the ground 
it had established a discrimination 
against certain types of lumber. 

Objection to Lumber Code. 

Unlike the recommendation for 

more stringent control of oil pro- 
duction and proper conservation 
measures, it critimised the lumber 
code for denying to the producer 
“the right to decide how much he 
will produce, what price he will ask 
or what persons he will regard as 
a wholesaler or a retailer.” 
It took special exception against 
allowance in prices of an item for 
reforestation, product of the ad- 
ministration’s insistence that the 
code be used to prevent the rapid 
destruction of American timber re- 
sources, 


“To charge present consumers of 
lumber prices that include the fair 
current value of the timber from 
which the lumber is produced and 
also include the cost of growing a 
future supply of timber will pile 
»monopoly upon monopoly’s head,” it 
said. 

The board objected also to inser- 
tion in prices of an allowance for 
deterioration of mill equipment and 
investment in plant facilities. 

Both lumber and cement codes 
brought on a fresh attack on the 
“basing point” system of pricing, 
subject of much turmoil earlier 
over the steel code. In lumber the 
board found particularly that 
freight for long distances not ac- 
tually traversed by the shipments | 


were frequently required, equalizing 


’ 
prices of competitive producers at 


the expense of the customer. 

In cement it found the practice 
led to collusive or at least identical 
bids filed by all competing firms. 

Some Congratulations, 

The board in a brief general 
comment to the President recited 
that it had held hearings on an- 
other dozen codes not yet reported 
on and that it “heartily congratu- 
lated” NRA for its recently adopted 
anti-price fixing policy, but: 

“We cannot refrain from remark- 
ing that if the willingness to apply 
remedies to flagrant abuses now 
manifested so succinctly had been 
shown when the first report of the 
board appeared, much time would 
have been saved in the curing of 
these evils and the public would 
have been spared a needless agita- 
tion. 

“We are sure that, although the 
spirit of co-operation has come late, 
it will be welcomed by the country 
as an indication that harmony and 
a common purpose to serve the in- 
terests of the nation animate all 
branches of the Government now 
enlisted for better conditions.” 

The second report denounces the 
Standard Oil group as monopolis- 
tic. Reviewing litigation history of 
Standard Oi, the report adds: 

“In view of this chapter of his- 
tory, the present attempt to restrain 
with a paper code this particular 
group of exploiters is merely hv 
morous.”

Judge Nolte’s courtroom and sum- 
marily overuled defense objection 
to his action. 

The defense contended that in 
handling its motion Judge McEl- 
hinney should have upheld it, and, 
under the provisions of 3649 of the 
Revised Statutes of 1929, should 
have ordered the election of a 
special judge to handle the trial. 
The statute provides that where a 
judge disqualifies himself for 
prejudice, State and defense may 
agree on a special Judge, with the 
concurrence of the court, to pre- 
side at the trial as issue. Lacy 
contended this action was manda- 
tory on the Court on application 
of the defense for the disqualifica- 
tion for prejudice, and further de- 
clared that the court had no au- 
thority in the law to transfer the 
case to another court in the county. 

The objections of Lacy, renewed 
before Judge Nolte, met the same 
fate as at the hands of Judge 
McElhinney. After they had been 
overruled, the State moved for the 
arraignment of McDonald, the only 
defendant who had not filed a mo- 
tion to quash the indictment. Over 
Lacy’s objection, McDonald was ar- 
raigned and pleaded not guilty. Im- 
mediately afterward the Court set 
the case for July 9, gave Lacy leave 
to ask the Supreme Court for a 
writ of prohibition and ordered ad- 
journment for the day. 

No Precedent for Action. 

Lawyers who followed yester- 
day’s proceedings said they were 
unable to find any precedent either 
for the filing of such an action as 
was offered by Lacy in Judge Mc- 
Elhinney’s court, or for the Court’s 
action in changing the title of the 
defense plea, on his own motion, 
and then granting it as thus amend- 
ed. 

Section 3648 of the Revised Stat- 
utes of 1929, prescribing conditions 
under which a Judge may be dis- 
qualified from trial of a case, makes 
no provision for a title for motions 
asking for changes of venue on the 
ground of prejudice. It is likely 
that in resisting Lacy’s application 
for a writ of prohibition, the State 
will defend Judge McElhinney’s ac- 
tion on the ground that the title is 
immaterial, and that Lacy’s mo- 
tion, couched in the form and terms 
prescribed by law, was an applica- 
tion for a change of venue, regard- 
less of its title. 

Hearing Saturday. 
Hearing on motions to quash, 
filed on behalf of Mrs. Muench, 
Rosegrant and Davit, were set by 
Judge Nolte for next Satur- 
day. Mrs. Muench contends in 
her motion that no evidence was 
preduced before the grand jury 
connecting her with the,kidnaping 
for ransom of Dr. Isaac D. Kelley, 
prosecuting witness in the case, 
and that therefore the indictment 
is invalid as to her. 


Rosegrant and Davit contend in 
their motions that the indictment 
is invalid because persons other 
than the grand jury were present

Judge Mulloy as Witness. 

During the course of yesterday’s 
proceedings the State indorsed on 
the indictment the name of Circuit 
Judge Mulloy as one of its witnesses 
in the kidnaping case. This was 
interpreted as having the effect of 
making Judge Mulloy ineligible to 
preside at trial of the case should 
it have been transferred to his 
court, 

It is understood that Judge Mul- 
loy’s action in writing vigorous let- 
ters to President Roosevelt and At- 
torney-General Cummings asking 
for the help of Federal agents in 
investigation of the Johnson mur- 
der, was an element in the State’s 
decision to summon him as a wit- 
ness. Prosecuting Attorney Ander- 
son, however, declined to discuss 
the inclusion of Judge Mulloy’s 
name in his list. 

If the assumption is correct that 
inclusion of Judge Mulloy’s name 
in the list disqualifies him for the 
trial, Judge Nolte is the only mem- 
ber of the county circuit bench elig- 
ible to preside at the trial. Judge 
Mueller disqualified, himself shortly 
after the indictment was returned, 
and Judge McElhinney did so when 
he ordered the change of venue.

BELLEVILLE IAL 


A. J. Muste Picked Up 
Near Plant of Knapp- 
Monarch Co. by Police 
Who Feared Bombing. 


A. J. Muste of New York, chair- 
man of the American Workers’ 
party and a former general secre- 


tary of the Amalgamated Textile 
Workers, is in jail at Belleville to- 
day charged with aiding in the or- 
ganization of a society advocating 
the overthrow of the existing form 
of Government by unlawful means. 
He is also charged with vagrancy. 

Muste, former dean of Brookwood 
Labor College, was arrested yester- 
day with two young companions as 
they were conversing with several 
pickets stationed near the closed 
plant of the Knapp-Monarch Co., 
electrical supply firm. 

Capt. Eugene Le Pere of the 
Belleville police, said he arrested 
the three on receipt of information 
that property damage, “possibly a 
bombing,” might occur at the plant. 
It was decided, he said, “to pick 
up any strangers.” 

*Statement by Muste. 

“T don’t know what my arrest is 
all about,” Muste said today at the 
jail, “but I do know it was neces- 
sary for me to wire the Federal 
Emergency Relief Administration 
declining an appointment at Atlan- 
ta, ‘Ga.” 

Muste disclosed he informed the 
Federal authorities that he was not 
available to take the position be- 
cause “I am in jail at Belleville.” 
He also telegraphed Arthur Gar- 
field Hays of New York, counsel 
for the American Civil Liberties 
Union, requesting him to come to 
his defense. 

Muste, who is a member of the 
executive committee of the Union, 
denied the American Workers’ 
party sought to incite violence. 
Control of governments should be 
obtained through the “economic and 
political power of thie workers,” he 
explained. 

“I believe a revolutionary change 
in the economic order of this coun- 
try is essential,”. Muste said, 
“through an organization of work- 
ers. In that sense such a change 
would result from a labor revolu- 
tion, just as the American Revolu- 
tion was a middle-class revolution.” 

Muste, who said his party pos- 
sessed organizations in 16 states, 
said he was talking to the striking 
pickets at the Knapp-Monarch 
plant when arrested, encouraging 
them to maintain their strike. 

Literature taken from him, he 
added, embraced a report of the re- 
cent convention of the Socialist 
party and-pamphlets @ealing with 
economic subjects and outlining the 
purposes of his party. 

Cir But No Bombs. 

Muste is a former Congregational 
minister. The police ‘ scrutinized 
circulars of the American Workers’ 
party, which he carried, and con- 
cluded they represented an organi- 
zation dangerous to the Govern- 
ment. The party has both Com- 
munistic and Socialistic tenets, but 
is not connected with either of 
those organizations. 

Capt. Le Pere took the circulars 
to Assistant State’s Attorney 
Charles Webb, who made the com- 
plaints on which the warrants were 
issued by Justice of the Peace 
Louis E. Wangelin.

“I did,” Adams replied. “I heard 
him say he would carry it out en- 
thusiastically, as the President did.” 

King (Dem.) of Utah added that 
he had heard Secretary of the 
Treasury Morgenthau say he was 
in favor of mandatory legislation. 
“Hie told me,” King said, “he was 
for the bill and would carry it out 
enthusiastically.” 

Later, however, McCarran said 
Morgenthau had at no time evinced 
an attitude favorable to the remon- 
itization of silver.” 
“I don’t. believe the Secretary of 
the Treasury has any more use for 
silver as money of ultimate re- 
demption than the devil has for 
holy water,” McCarran added. 
Gore (Dem.) of Oklahoma told the 
Senate in the final minutes of de 
bate that “this effort to return to 
sfiver as money is as vain as an 
effort to abandon freight trains and 
trucks and return to the ox cart, 
or to abandon/ the steamship and 
return to the sailboat.” 
McCarran said that for the first 
time since 1873, silver ‘will become 
the currency of ultimate redemp- 
tion, under terms of the bill as 
passed by the Senate. 
The McCarran amendment, the 
only major one adopted, makes it 
mandatory that for all silver pur- 
chased by the Secretary of the 
Treasury, silver currency of silver 
certificates shall be issued. The 
amendment was adopted without a 
record vote. 
“This is a great victory for the 
silver people in the West,” said 
McCarran. “It puts silver on the 
same currency basis as gold, ‘the 
first time since 1873 it has been ac- 
corded such a place.” 

Provisions of Bill. 
The chief feature of the bill as 
passed by the Senate follow: 

A declaration of policy that the 
proportion of silver to gold in the 
nation’s monetary stocks should 
be increased, with one-fourth the 
ultimate objective. 

A direction for the Treasury 
Secretary to buy silver until this 
proportion has been reached “at 
such rates, at such times and 
upon such terms and conditions 
as he may deem reasonable and 
most advantageous to the public 
interest.” 

Purchases would cease when 
the silver stocks reached one 
fourth the total monetary stocks 
or, when Silver reached the mone- 
tary price of $1.29 an ounce, and 
no silver which was in the Con- 
tinental United States on May 1 
would be bought for more than 
50 cents an ounce. 

If the silver ratio exceeded 25 
per cent of the monetary stocks, 
the Treasury Secretary would be 
authorized to sell silver 

The Treasury would be “au- 
thorized and directed” to issue 
silver certificates in face amount 
not less than the cost of the sil- 
ver purchased. 

The Secretary of the Treasury, 
with‘the approval of the Presi- 
dent, would have authority to 
regulate or prohibit commerce in 
silver. 

The President would have pow- 
er to nationalize silver by requir- 
ing its sale to the Government at 


market rates. 

A tax of 50 per cent would be 
imposed on all sales of silver in 
which the price exceeded the pur- 
chase cost.

DEPARTMENT STORE SALES 
12 PCT.HIGHER THAN LAST MAY 


But Survey Shows Increase From 
April to Be Less Than “Estimat- 
ed Seasonal Amount.” 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 12. — De 
partment store sales in May were 
reported by the Federal Reserve 
Board yesterday as averaging 12 
per cent above those of May, 1933. 
But preliminary figures compiled 
by 540 stores in 284 cities showed 
“an increase from April to May 
of less than the estimated seasonal! 
amount.” 

The board’s index, which allows 
for differences in the number of 
business days and for seasonal 
changes, was 75 per cent of the 
1923-25 average in May, compared 
with 77 in April and in March. 

All 12 reserve districts shared in 
the increase over May last year, the 
largest being in Cleveland and &t. 
Louis, each 24 per cent. Dallas 
gained 22 per cent and Kansas City 
19. For the first five months of 
1934 the aggregate value of depart- 
ment store sales was 20 per cent 
larger than last year.

DE AT 830 TONGHT 


Repealed by Bargaining Bill 
Which President Will Sign 
at That Hour. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 12.—Retal- 
iatory tariffs on several articles im- 
ported into the United States will 
be dropped automatically when 
President Roosevelt signs the new 
tariff bargaining bill at 8:30 o’clock 
tonight. 

A provision of the 1930 tariff act 
permitted these duties as a means 
of reprisal against ahy nation which 
imposed a higher tariff on certain 
American products than the Ameri- 
can duty on similar goods. A sec- 
tion in the new law repeals this 
provision. 

Specified in the parts of the 1930

as automobi , bodies, mo- 
tor bus chassis, and parts, motor- 
cycles, bicycles, paperboard, wall-

FORMULA FOR PEACE 


Control of Arms Sale by U. S. 
Urged as First Step in Talk 
at Duke U. . 


By the Associated Pre 
DURHAM, N. C. June 12,—The 
first step for the United States to 
take toward assuring world peace 
and disarmament of all nations is 
to control the manufacture and sale 
of munitions and then it should 
abolish all armed forces used pri- 
marily for attack, Mrs. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt said last night. 

“We should take the lead in the 
movement for world peace because |’ 
we are the most secure nation in 
the world,” she told the Duke Uni- 
versity Institute on International 
Relations. 

“The first step in this country is 
to control the manufacture and sale 
of munitions. This would not hurt 
our security but it will hurt some 
pockets. 

“We can lead in this and ask 
others to follow. 

“Then the next step would be to 
have only the armed forces we need 
for defense and do away with forces 
used primarily for attack. 

“After these two practical steps 
have been taken, we must have the 
creation for a will for peace.” 

Willingness to Compromise. 

America must be willing to accept 
compromises, she said. This nation 
should maintain an efficient army 
and navy so long as other nations 
maintain them, she continued, but 
it should also have the conviction 
that something must be done to 
bring about world peace. 

“We must love human beings the 
world over,” she said, “and in times 
of stress must not allow tide of 
nationalistic sentiment to sweep the 
nation. 

“Public opinion is the one great 
weapon which the people wield 
over and back of the great; it is the 
one thing which can move moun- 
tains. 

“It takes many things to create 
public opinion. I think that on the 
question of world peace it will take 
a great many of us working togeth- 
er to create the conception people 
must hold before we can hope for 
world peace. 

“All of us who remember experi- 
ences of war should tell them to 
young people who will grow up and 
form the public opinion of the fu- 
ture.” 

In the afternoon Mrs. Roosevelt 
toured the Negro section of Dur- 
ham, known as Haiti, with C. C. 
Spaulding, Negro banker and insur- 
ance executive, guiding the party. 

Mrs. Roosevelt spoke to some 200 
Negroes in the hall of the North 
Carolina Mutual Insurance Co. 
forum. 

“I am happy te see you and be 
with you and enjoyed riding 
through your section of the city 
and seeing what you were accom- 
plishing,” Mrs. Roosevelt said. “I 
am interested in what you accom- 
plish here and what you accom- 
plish in other places, and in Wash- 
ington I hear reports of what you 
are doing. I hope that in your 
efforts and accomplishments we’ of 
this administration willbe of assis- 
tance.”

WASHINGTON U. CLASS 


HEARS PEREVAL CHUBB 


He Tells Graduates They Are 
Confronted With “One of 
Great ‘Dares’ of History.’’/ 


A plea -for social idealism and 
useful life was delivered by Perci- 
val Chubb, leader emeritus of the 
Ethical Society, before the gradu- 
ating class of Washington Univer- 
sity, at the seventy-third commence- 
ment this morning. 

In the audience at the Field House 
besides relatives and friends of the 
graduates were members of the 


university corporation and the fac- 


ulty. A colorful academic proces- 
sion across the campus, with the 
directors, teachers and seniors m 
caps and gowns, preceded the ex- 
ercises. 


Degrees were conferred by Chan- 
cellor George R. Throop on. about 
730 young men and women from 
the various schools of the univer- 


sity.

“Momentous Period in History.” 

Chubb, whose topic was, “The 
Summons to a New Idealism,” told 
the graduates they were beginning 
active life at the dawn of a mo- 


mentous peridd in history. He con- 


tinued: 

“You do not fare forth, as did 
many of those before you, into an 
assumedly settled order of things, 
to adjust yourselves to its accepted 
demands; but into a disrupted and 
discredited world, to readjust it to 


new standards and to meet clamor-" 


ous needs; a world that clamors 
and calls for skill and valor in the 


|rebuilding to which it invites you. 
|Here, in schoolboy phrase, is one 


of the great ‘dares’ of history; a 
quickening challenge to all that is 
nobly adventurous in high-hearted 
youth. You who have learned to 
look back with envious admiration 
on the pregnant and _ spacious 
epochs which gave mankind a new 
lease of life must surely count your- 
selves fortunate in being born into 


a nascent era of beckoning epPer- | 


tunity for service and honor. 

“In the larger community of the 
elders the slogan of Recovery is 
getting to mean more the recov- 
ery of lost bank balances; and that 
other slogan, the New Deal, be- 
gins—if slowly—to mean a new deal 
in honesty and justice, and a call 
for change not only in the setup 
and machinery of business and poli- 
tics, but in motivating ethical prin- 
ciples, aims and spirit. This criti- 
cal transitional moment in history 
calls for & new idealism by. which 


and attitude—what a great French 
writer calls ‘the sentiment of the 


ideal life’-—but also a very new veér- 


sion of the ideal it is to carry, with 
the new focus or axis to which the 
Zeitgeist (trend of the times) is 
pointing us.” 
Traces Class Warfare. 

Chubb spoke of the beginning of 
the modern era, 150 years ago, when 
France and America revolted, fol- 
lowed by the industrial revolution, 
“which at the same time, paradoxi- 
cally enough, put the individual in 
a new bondage.” From this he 
traced the development of trade 
unionism and of class warfare in 
the liberation of the individual. 

The idealist, he declared, must 
add to the courage of his convic- 
tions the courage of his emotions, 
in the sense of moral courage. The 
days are recent, he added, when 
were 
ashamed of the higher sprt of emo- 
tion—“the days of the dominant ‘he- 
man,’ with his uncomfortable in- 
feriority complex; one suspects his 
survival in that current plea for 
‘rugged individualism,’ which often 
suggests a defense mechanism in 
action to excuse the predatory 


man.” 


Chubb concluded: 

“This humanistic prelude (of un!- 
versity education) is to enlist you 
in that service of the Idea of the 
Whole and to save you from be- 
coming the mere fragments of men 
and women which in these days of 
competitive specialism all too many 
of us are becoming. 

“The idea or ideal it assumes {¢ 


ality to meet the total demands of 
socialized living. I surmise your 
possible reactions. A man must 
live, you may say: the hard fact 
is that his first necessity is a live- 
lihood. It is all very well, you msy 
add; but a man must have the 
means. True; but means to an end; 
and it is so easy to lose the end 
in seeking the means. How many 
have fallen! This is to fail of liv- 
ing. Then good-by to the active 
citizen, to public-mindedness, to a 
humane culture and to frui*ful les- 
ure. Then, with the neglect of pub- 
lic duties, corruption sets in to is- 
sue in the unbelievable rottenness 
revealed in one public investigation 
after another during the recent 
past; and worse, in that incapacity 
for vigorous moral indig.:ation

tom of our social sickness. 

“Social idealism—the very word 
‘social’ cherishes this over-arching 
conception of Wholeness and the 
choral spirit of it’ Goethe's coun- 
sel, ‘To live resolutely in the Whole, 


the Good, the Beautiful,’ will serve 
us here. In that Whole, which he 
puts first, cluster the great ideas to 
the service of which the idealist 
should dedicate his strength. And I

erations had helped “arrest a pow- 
erful deflationary movement and 
created conditions propitious to 
business recovery.” 


The board, in its annual report to 
Congress, said the reserve banks 
purchased $580,000,000 of Govern- 
ment securities in- 1933, making 
present holdings of $2,430,000,000, 
and had contributed to a record 
level of $3,787,000,000 in member 
bank reserve balances, or about 
$1,700,000,000 in surplus cash re- 
serves. 


Board’s Statement. 


“It is difficult to say,” the board 
reported, “what the course of the 
depression would have been had the 
Federal Reserve System not pur- 
sued a policy of Mberal open mar- 
ket purchases which at first helped 
the banks to meet extraordinary 
demands upon them and later to 
build up excess reserves to an un- 
precedented level. 

“A review of open market opera- 
tions by the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem during the (last) four years in- 
dicates, therefore, that the placing 
of reserve funds in the market 
through the purchase of United 
States Government securities has 
been an effective means of pre- 
venting exceptional demands upon 
the member banks from tightening 
the credit situation and that these 
funds have been a powerful means 
toward the establishment and main- 
tenance of ease in the short-term 
money market.” 

The board reviewed at length 
money and banking developments 
of 1933 and disclosed that just prior 
to the banking holiday conditions 
-became so difficult that the board 
suspended reserve requirements for 
30 days and established a tax on 
the amounts by which reserves were 
deficient. 

“Little use was made of this sus- 
pension by the reserve banks be- 
cause of a marked turn for the 
better in the banking situation,” 
the board went on. “In view of the 
rapid flow of currency and gold to 
the Reserve banks after the _ re- 
opening of the banks; the suspen- 


tion of the 30-day period.” 
Conditions in 1933 Crisis. 

Again discussing the 1933 bank 
situation, the board said: 

“The ability of the Federal Re- 
serve Banks to meet enormous de- 
mands for en: during 
crisis demonstrs the effective- 
ness of the country’s currency sys- 
tem under the Federal Reserve act. 
At no time was there difficulty in 
converting a balance with a Re- 
serve Bank into currency or in in- 
creasing such a balance through 
the discount of eligible paper. 

“The crisis of February and

examined both principals for 

the forthcoming heavyweight 
, championship fight. We first 
examined Baer and found him 
in good condition, fully able to 
engage in a 15-round fight. We 
next examined Carnera. He had 
a slight pharyngitis, which is 
clearing ap, and there is no rea- 
son at this time to interfere 
with the fight. Both men are 
in fine physical condition.” 
The two boxers were exam- 
ined in separate rooms and met 

only for a moment, nodding a 

brief greeting to each other. 


“This big guy coévers too much 
territory for me to miss,” Baer said, 
while he was being rubbed down, 
“T'll cut him in two before I slam 
him on the jaw for a knockout.”

The American 
Medical Association opened its 


by the Illinois Medical Association, 
would abolish such advertising al- 


New York State Medical Associa- 


only be determined after an inter- 


patent medicine manufacturers to 


New Theory 


Of Changes in Weather 


of Cause 


Smithsonian Scientist Says Variation in Sun’s 
Heat Affects Atmospheric Centers Which 
He Compares to Railway Junctions. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 12.—A the 
ory that rainfall, heat and other 
features of weather are controlled 
by a dozen or more “centers of ac- 
tion” that are moved about by 
changes in the sun’s heat is an- 
nounced by the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution. 

As these “centers of action” move 
over the earth’s surface, the weath- 
er of nearby regions changes ac- 
cordingly, it was reported by H. H. 
Clayton, who has just completed a 
new study of weather. The institu- 
tion said that his work “may have 

rought substantially nearer the day 
of long-range weather forecasting.” 
. Centers of action have been locat- 
ed by Clayton over the Indian 
Ocean, the equatorial and Northern 
Altiantic and North Pacific. Rain- 
fall and atmospheric pressure 
change in the same way in these 
centers. Other centers, where rain 
and pressure changes are exactly 
opposite, are over cold lands such 
as Iceland, Northern Canada and 
Northwestern Siberia, and over cool 
waters such as the Atlantic west of 
Northern Africa and the Pacific off 
Lower California and Chile. 

Like Railway Junctions. 

Changes in atmospheric pressure, 
temperature and rainfall are most 
intense in these centers of action 
and from them move out the great 
high and lower pressure areas. 

“They are like big meteorological 
railroad junctions,” said the Smith- 


sonian, “from which are dispatched 
trains carrying hot air and cold air, 
rain and fair weather, for the ad- 
jacent territories.” 

Centers of action shift their po 
sitions according to changes in the 
amount of heat coming from the 
sun, although the laws governing 
the shifts have not been worked 
out. Scientists at the Smithsonian 
have been gathering evidence for 
years that indicates the sun’s heat 
increases and decreases through 
cycles of varying length. 

When the sun grows hotter, it 
may disturb the atmospheric pres- 
sure in a center of action so that 
it shifts a thousand miles or so, re- 
sulting in northerly winds blowing 
where southerly ones blew before, 
and changing the weather consid- 
erably in the regions affected. The 
wind direction affects temperature 
and rainfall. 

Sun’s Heat Increasing. 

The sun's heat is now increasin 
slightly, as always occurs when 
sun spots are on the increase as at 
present. Clayton’s research indi- 
cates that the general effect of this 
is to make the Northern Hem- 
isphere, including the United States, 
somewhat cooler. This is because 
a hotter sun shifts the Northern 
high-pressure areas farther north 
and increases their intensity, so that 
they have more of a “push” in send- 
ing cold air southward. At the 
same time the northward push of 


warm air from the south is weak- 
ened. 


FRENCH CABINET VOTES 
FOR FOURTH DEFAULT 


Notice to Washington Tonight 
—Herriot Alone Argues for 
Payment for Honor’s Sake.

PARIS, June 12—The French 
Government formally decided today 
to make a fourth war debt default 
to the United States. 

Edouard Herriot, Minister with- 
out portfolio and former Premier, 
who has steadfastly insisted on pay- 


ment as a point of honor, voted 
as minority of one and his position 
was officially recognized. 

A note will be cabled to Wash- 
ington tonight for delivery to Sec- 
retary of State Hull The note prob- 
ably will be presented tomorrow, 
but the action may be deferred un- 
til noon Friday, when the money 
is payable. 

The debt problem was fully dis- 
cussed in the presence of President 
Albert Lebrun. Although Herriot, 
it was announced, remained “faith- 
ful to his position,” the overwheim- 
ing decision wes “to maintain the 
stand” Parliament took Dec. 14, 
1932, when the Herriot Government 
was overth on a proposal to 
pay. Herriot alone spoke for pay- 
ment, declaring “we must reach a 
settlement,” but all of those who 
previously had been inclined to fol- 
low him aprroved the default. 


The English Government recent- 
ly notified Washington that it would 
discontinue making “token” pay- 
ments and so default. Yesterday 
Czecho-Slovakia and Belgium sent 
in similar notices.

WHEAT TO BEA 
PROCESSING TA 
DESPITE DROUTH 


Levy of 30 Cents a Bushel 
to Continue in New 
Marketing Year Though 
Price Touched Dollar. 


(Copyright, 1924, by the Associated Press.) 
WASHINGTON, June 12.—Amer- 


ican wheat will continue to bear a 
processing tex of 30 cents a bushel 


when the new marketing year 


starts July 1 and probably for a 
considerable time thereafter. 

Despite wheat’s recent advance 
to $1 a bushel, farm administration 
officials wi not tamper with the 
present rate. 

Considerable pressure was brought 
to bear for.e reduction of the tax 
when drouth damage, which clipped 
the prospective crop to about 500,- 
000,000 bushels, sent prices climb- 
ing. 

Advocates of the cut pointed out 
that the difference between the 


market price and pre-war parity, 
had been drastically narrower. 

They argued that the 30-cent tax 
was not needed for benefit pay- 
ments. . 
Parity Not Restored. 

In reply administration officials 
maintained that wheat benefit pay- 
ments might be increased during 
the coming marketing year, and at 
any rate, would not be reduced 
from their present level of 29 cents 
a bushel on that portion of a farm- 
er’s wheat which goes into domestic 
consumption. 

Furthermore, the tax rate was 
not cut a year ago when specula- 
tive efforts boomed wheat prices to 
about their present level. Neither 
was it increased last fall and win- 
ter when prices dropped to about 
50 cents a bushel. 

The outlook for increased bene- 
fit payments was strengthened by 
reports of the Bureau of Agricul- 
tural Economics that increases in 
prices paid to farmers for their 
products had not kept pace with in- 
creases in prices of things they buy. 

It was also pointed out that the 
Agricultural Adjustment Act so 
reads that it is not necessary for 
Secretary Wallace to take any ac- 
tion before the start of the next 
marketing year to continue the tax 
at its present rate. 

Provision of Statute. 

The tax, the Act says, “shall be 
determined by the Secretary of 
Agriculture as of the date the tax 
first takes effect, and the rate so 
determined shall, at such intervals

5 KILLED IN PLANE CRASH 
IN ARGENTINE; 6 RESCUED 


Survivors Cling to Wreckage in 
Lake Until Launch Is 
Brought by Truck.

JUNIN, Argentina, June 12.—Six 
survivors of the crash of an air- 
plané near here in which four 
North Americans and a Chilean 
were killed, today told how they 
clung to wings of the plane for 
four hours to escape drowning. 
They suffered from exposure. 

The plane, operated by Pan- 
American Grace Airways, fell into 
a small lake yesterday two hours 
out of Buenos Aires on a flight to 
Santiago, Chile. No boats were 
available, so the survivors held to 
the wings until a launch was 
brought several miles by truck.

TOKIO, June 12.—Foreign Minis- 
ter Koki Hirota, with the Cabinet's 
approval, sent word to China today 
that the unexplained disappearance 
at Nanking of Eimei Kuramoto, 
Japanese Vice-Consul there, was a 
“very serious affair” threatening 
Chinese-Japanese relations. Kura- 
moto was last seen at the railway 
station in Nanking Friday night. 
Many Japanese believe Kuramoto 
was murdered by the “Blueshirts,” 
a Chinese Nationalist secret organ- 
ization which Gen. Chiang Kai-shek 
has fostered. 

Hirota instructed Yakichiro 5Su- 
ma, Consul-General at Nanking, to 
interview Wang Ching-wei, Chinese 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, and 
impress on him the Tokio Govern- 
ment’s serious view of the incident. 
A foreign office spokesman denied 
that this meant a threat of mili- 
tary action, but vernacular news- 
papers here said that if Kuramoto 
was not found or satisfaction had 
within two or three days, sailors 
might be ianded from Japanese 
warshipe lying off Nanking.

Praises the Johnson Act, 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
OUR statement that folly inspired the 
Johnson Act in the editorial on “Great 
Britain and the War Debts” forces one 
to question your own wisdom. A super- 
ficial glance at the act shows that we 
lose the war debts, but on deeper in- 
quiry we find that multitudes of future 
American lives are saved from physical 
and financial disaster. American youth 
‘will know where its sympathies belong, 
and that is with this epoch-making act, 
for it has set itself up as a bulwark for 
. young America. It is a bulwark which 
will help to prevent a recurrence of 
Chateau Thierry and Belleau Wood, 
. where American boys gave their lives to 
.. Secure still greater colonial empires for 
Great Britain, France and their satellites. 

Europe cannot again borrow from us, 
and one of the most powerful pretexts 
for leading us into another war is done 
away with. We ourselves will have to 
pay the debts, but this experience is 
worth twice the price in young American 
manhood which it will ultimately save. 
The act was instigated, not with the 
Shylockean idea of getting the last red 
cent back, or of revenge, but with the 

. praiseworthy incentive of preventing a 
repetition of the past. 

You mention the fact that Britain can- 

not pay, and one of the reasons cited is 
that she is not receiving payments on 
‘war loans to Continental nations. Per- 
‘haps not, but the million square miles of 
territory which was part of the booty she 
brought away from Versailles, and the 
tremendous blow dealt German com- 
merce, which reacted in her favor, far 
outweigh all her debts. Certainly, Brit- 
ain cannot pay in currency, but she 
made sure her swag came in tangible 
objects, while debts honestly owed us 
will never be paid. We speak very .kind- 
ly of a nation when we call it great af- 
ter it has helped to strip another na- 
tion of its possessions and then defaults 
in its debts. We might as well bid good- 
by to the debts, but let us also bid good- 
by to strife-torn Europe. 

Senator Johnson’s law means that we 
will never again finance defaulting 
European nations (almost all of Europe) 
bent on brigandage. In questioning the 
wisdom of Senator Johnson in writing 
this act, one need only remember that it 
was he and a few others who stood stead- 
fastly against our entrance into a cat- 
aclysm which has brought penury and un- 
told misery on its participants. The 
future will judge Senator Johnson in his 
true perspective and sing his praises 
for this superb act.

A Coal Dealer’s View. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
AM a small coal dealer, located in the 
central part of the city, hauling direct 
from the mine. 
My prices last winter were from $2.60 to 
$3.75 per ton, a price suitable tothe condi- 


tion of the average wage-earner. At times, 


there were customers who had to scrape 
in order to get these prices. Now, the 
large St. Louis dealers have set a price 
on this same coal at $5.80 per ton in 
loads, or one ton for $6.30, which was 
approved by our divisional code author- 
ity. But the high-grade ¢oal which is 
handled by the large coal companies, 
such as Franklin County coal, has been 
raised only 80 cents per ton. I also no- 
tice standard six-inch lump at $5.80 and 
two-inch lump at $5.70, and mine run 
(slack, nut, egg and lump all mixed, just 
as it comes out of the mine) at $5.80, or 
the same price as six-inch lump, Usually 
a 50-cents-per-ton difference in mine run 
and clean lump was allowed. Someone 
must have erred on coal. 

My experience in the coal business has 
been eight-years in the coal mines and 
14 years hauling coal direct from the 
mine to consumer, and I don’t think I 
am wrong in criticising the prices on 
standard coal used by the people who 
cannot afford to pay high prices for 


their fuel.

THE CORPORATE BANKRUPTCY LAW. 

The corporate bankruptcy law which the President 
signed a few days ago is a very important measure. 
A week or so ago, Congress passed the municipal 
bankruptcy law, and there is now pending in,both 
the Senate and House a measure for reducing the 
debts of the farmer by way of new bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings. 

All of these measures signify that the New Deal 
is projecting a program of domestic debt cancella- 
tion which, in the opinion of many economists, is one 
of the most hopeful ways of reviving business. 

For three years, the Hoover administration tried to 
preserve debts by lending Government money. Able 
critics insisted that debts must suffer a shrinkage in 
value, as well as commodities. A number of distin- 
guished experts, including Sir Arthur Salter, advo- 
cated inflation as a way out of the strangling nexus 
of debt. Dr. H. Parker Willis, one of the authors of 
the Federal Reserve System, publicly called on banks 
to cancel hundreds of millions of debts by just writing 
them off. 

Since the New Deal started, there have been numer- 
ous distinguished champions of debt reduction. The 
figures cited are, indeed, disturbing. Evans Clark 
shows in his study of the internal debts of the Unit- 
ed States that the country is mortgaged for long-term 
debt to an amount of 134 billion dollars. Taking into 
account short-term debt—debt maturing under five 
years—another mortgage of nearly 104 billion dollars 
must be added. These two mortgages total 237 bil- 
lion dollars. This is a staggering sum. Much of it 
represents the excesses of the late mad era of finance. 

Debt far outran the capacity to pay it. In the 
seven frenzied years 1922-29, the internal debts of 
the nation rose from 75 billion dollars to 126 bil- 
lion dollars—an increase of 68 per cent. At the same 
time, national wealth increased only 20 per cent and 
national income only 29 per cent. 

The burdens of this debt now rest on a depression- 
harried people whose income to meet it has been re- 
duced in many cases over 50 per cent in the last five 
years. In 1929, our corporations had a net income 
of $3,862,000,000, out of which to pay interest on their 
bonds and dividends to their stockholders. In 1932, 
they failed to make operating expenses by $1,533,- 
000,000. In 1929, the railroads had a gross income of 
$6,279,520,000, while in 1933 it had shrunk to $3,095- 
403,904. Our farmers had over 12 billion dollars of 
gross income in 1929. In,1932, they took in only 
five billion dollars. 

Everywhere, the story is the same—debts resting 
on business, contracted at prosperity levels, to be now 
met with depression incomes. Last year, according 
to Clark, out of every $100 of the national income, 
$20 had to be used to pay the interest on money that 
had been borrowed. Hence, economists have urged 
that ways be established for accomplishing in an or- 
derly manner a reduction of a debt load which would 
otherwise be reduced in a disorderly and violent way. 
John T. Flynn aptly puts the problem: 

We have not been intelligent about this depres- 
sion. We have not only not tried to cure our- 
selves, but we have also resisted the curative 
powers of the depression and thus prolonged 
it. We have tried by artificial means to pre-- 
serve debts. Unless widespread, orderly, selec- 
tive liquidation’ takes place, we will have debt 
cancellation, first by bankruptcy and then by 
currency inflation. 

The corporate bankruptcy law provides a method 
for such orderly liquidation. The problem was two- 
fold. Existing methods for cutting debts of corpora- 
tions were either too slow or too wasteful of the 
susterrance of distressed businesses. Frequently they 
were both. A corporation staggering under a debt 
load had two choices: It could go into voluntary 
bankruptcy. This meant that the corporation would 
cease eventually to exist, as its assets would be sold. 
Or it could seek a receivership. 

Receiverships often dragged on for five years. Not 
infrequently, they ended in bankruptcy because no 
sensible plan for reorganization could be agreed 
upon by all the creditors.. Existing law required a 
unanimous agreement among the creditors. More- 
over, many receiverships resulted in exorbitant fees 
levied on the assets of the already harried corpora- 
tion. The new law aims to remedy both of these 
evils. A distressed corporation may now go into 
court and petition for a reorganization plan. If this 
plan is approved by a Federal court, the consent of 
only two-thirds of the creditors is necessary to make 
it binding on all. 

The new law makes it possible to save the expenses 
of receivers’ fees and the fees of lawyers. The court 
may appoint as its representative the old managers 
of the corporation, who may serve with or without 
compensation. But whoever serves as the representa- 
tive of the court with compensation may not receive 
more than a Federal referee in bankruptcy, whose 
fees are rigidly regulated by statute. Under this new 
procedure, the reorganization of a debt-stricken cor- 
poration may be a matter of only months. 

All this is hopeful in one sense. In another, there 
is still a problem remaining. We have had a similar 
law for both farmers and railroads for over a year. 
Neither has been productive of results. The difficulty 
lies in the failure of even a percentage of the cred- 
itors to agree on plans for reorganization which in- 
volve debt slashes. Creditors are ever hopeful of the 
future, while the burden of internal debt meanwhile 
weighs like a millstone on the neck of recovery. 

Senator Frazier of North Dakota is now sponsoring 
another bankruptcy act for the farmer, which will 
empower the Federal courts to force recalcitrant 
creditors to agree, if they do not do so after a reason- 
able time. This is a drastic step. But if the ma- 
chinery now installed by the New Deal for orderly. 
debt liquidation does not work, stronger measures 
are likely to be championed, not only by distressed 
farmers but by intelligent corporation leaders.

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AMERICA AND THE COPYRIGHT UNION. 

Contrary to what might be expected from its name, 
there is nothing about secession or isolation in the 
Cutting-Luce bill.

Things Become Clearer 


VER since the end of the honeymoon 
E period, some time in the summer of last 

year, there has existed a powerful body 
of opinion which has held that, under the 
guise of emergency relief and social reform, 
the administration was deliberately estab- 
lishing a Socialist planned economy. This 
has been the view which Mark Sullivan has 
expounded so sincerely and so persistently.

It has been based in part on remarks 
made at various times by some of Mr.

Thus, it was possible to take all the tre- 
mendous powers of the NRA, the original 
Securities Act and the first stock exchange 

, vill, and argue that the net-effect was to 
dry up private enterprise and to centralize 
initiative in Washington. 

The extreme interpretation of these mea- 
sures was that they were designed to pre- 
vent recovery and thus force the country 
in the direction of state socialism.

The other view, which is the one I have 
subscribed to in these columns, was that 
there was no conspiracy, but that there was 
confusion which produced destructive con- 
tradictions. On the one hand, the admin- 
istration was seeking to stimulate recovery 
by bringing prices into equilibrium with 
costs, thus inducing profits—through the re- 
valuation of the dollar, through expendi- 
tures which created new purchasing power 
—and, on the other hand, it was throwing 
prices out of balance by the price-fixing 
provisions of the codes, by raising labor 
costs before the volume of business had in- 
creased, and was blocking new purchasing 
power by locking up the private capital 
market through the excessive zeal of the 
Securities Act. 

It has never seemed to me that these pol- 
icies were designed to prevent’ recovery, 
though they were, in fact, retarding it. I 
have believed that the obstructive aspects 
of; NRA were the result of an honest, widely 
held, but thoroughly mistaken theory that 
it was possible to achieve recovery by re- 
stricting output and at the same time redis- 
tributing the income of industry. 

As for the original Securities Act, I have 


believed that its punitive features reflected | 


the hysteria of the depression, and also that 
it received most of its support in the ad- 
ministration from the view, which is char- 
acteristic of all depressions, that the coun- 
try was overbuilt and did not really need 
an active private capital market. 

This interpretation is much less neat and 
logical than Mr. Sullivan’s doctrine of 
planned revolution, but I believe it.to be 

much nearer to the truth. 

In any event, we now have before us a 
series of acts and decisions which go a very 
long way toward correcting those very mea- 
sures which Mr, Sullivan has regarded as 

_steps‘in a deliberate revolution, and others 


.among us as mistakes which were retarding 


recovery and causing’ confusion, 


We have the Securities Act and the stock 
exchange bill amended sufficiently to make 
it perfectly clear, whatever defects they may 
still have, that they are measures to protect 
the investor and not instruments for de- 
stroying private finance, 

We have four momentous decisions in 
NRA. The first is abandonment of the 
licensing clause, which takes out of the act 
the ultimate power of compulsion. The 
second is the decision to get rid of the codes 
in the service industries, thus removing 

_from the field of regimentation those enter- 

prises which are local in character and 
most highly competitive. The third is the 
decision to give up the price-fixing features 
of the codes and to strengthen the regula- 
tion of price-fixing in those industries which 
are natually quasi-monopolistic. The fourth 
is the decision to interpret Section 7A, the 
collective bargaining clause, as the basis of 
a hew form of: labor representation based, 
not on the international craft unions, but on 
plants and industries. 

We have definite recognition by the Presi- 
dent that abnormal expenditure is being car- 
ried on only until private expenditure can 
supplant it; that, in other words, it is com- 
pensatory and not permanent. His explicit 
statement that he is relying upon “private 
investment and private initiative to relieve 
the Government” is substantiated by the 
administration housing bill, which is a most 
ingenious .scheme for encouraging private 
investment when it would do the most good 
in xe-employing labor and making business 
profitable,

Looking at these decisions as a whole, 
there can be little doubt as to where the 
administration means to go. It does not 
mean to go in the direction which Mr. Sul- 
livan and the Republican party have feared 
that it was going. 

Yet I believe it is only fair to Say that 
the administration has benefited greatly by 
being forced to think out its policy, from 
the kind of criticism raised by Mr. Sullivan 
and others. They have greatly overstated 
the case, but they have made a case. On 
many great matters, the administration was 
headed, though I believe more through con- 
fusion of mind than anything else, in direc- 
tions that led nowhere or to considerable 
dangers, and it has been public benefit to 
have an opposition which could make itself 
so effective, 

It would be a mistake to believe that -all 
the confusion has been cleared away. We ~ 
may be reasonably certain that it has not 
been. But that the basic conceptions of 
~ the New Deal as to how to obtain recovery 

are more intelligible and more mature than 
they were six months ago is certain.

ICTOR HERBERT'S delightful 
Vas operetta, “Sweethearts,” 

which had not been seen in St.

George M. Cohan Looks Around 
For Fresh Fields to Conquer 


GEORGE M. COHAN in Eugene 
O’Neill’s, “Ah, Wilderness.” 


; 
NEW YORK, June 12. 
HAT next for George M., 
W conan ? 

There’s not much left. He's 
done everything—been everything. 
In the theatrical world that is. 
From the stuck-up kid who thought 
he was too good for one-night 
stands to an acknowledged success 
in a high-brow production at the 
Guild Theater, Georgie’s life has 
been one grand succession of suc- 
cesses. To himself, he’s still just 
a song and dance man, but to the 
public in general he is that inimit- 
able Mr. George M. Cohan, com- 
bination actor, playwright, dancer, 
play producer, manager, song writ- 
er, singer, movie and radio star. 


Georgie was born on the Fourth 
of July and spent the first few 
years of his life being carted about 
the country in the top tray of his 
mother’s wardrobe trunk. When he 
grew too big for the trunk and too 
loud for the good of -the troupe 
in which his mother and _ father 
were playing, he was placed in 


sists that in six weeks he had ab- 
sorbed all the knowledge the school 
had to offer—the ordinary time for 
this process had previously been 
accepted as from four to six years 
—and the principal of the school 
promptly shipped him back to his 
mother and father with the nota- 
tion that “a few drops of laudanum 
in beef broth served to the child 
morning and evening for several 
days would make the world a saf- 
er and saner place to live in.” 


Josie, Georgie’s sister, had al- 
ready been taken out of school and 
the Cohan family had quite a re- 
union in Boston.

Next Georgie went to stay with 
friends of the Cohan family, who 
had no children of their own — he 
says he thinks they borrowed him 
to practice on—but the visit lasted 
only three weeks. Mr. Higginson, 
his host, escorted him to the train 
and instructed him to tell his fa- 
ther, mother and sister that he and 
his wife thought just as much of 
them as ever, but Georgie insists 
that Mr. Higginson threw his hat 
in the air and jumped up and down 
when the train pulled out. 


The four Cohans played variety 
for several months when they got 
an offer to open in Brooklyn in 
“Peck’s Bad’ Boy.” Georgie at the 
age of 13 played Henry Peck— 
“that incorrigible lad with a heart 
of, gold”—the mother and father 
played Mr. and Mrs. Peck and Josie 
played the bad boy’s girl friend. 

Georgie’s success was instanta- 
neous, and he says that when the 
first performance was over, he was 
convinced that that guy Booth had 
nothing on him. And when he 
stepped from the stage door into 
the alley, an admiring throng of his 
fans were waiting to greet him. But 
they thought he was as tough off 
stage ag he was on, and one of the 
street urchins immediately chal- 


lenged him to a bout. Georgie ran 


for the hotel and his mother’s 
arms, with the crowd of hoodlums 
at his heels, but he continued with 
his role until he got into a little 
trouble with the crew of stage 
hands. After that the Cohans 
played. the county fairs and more 
variety in Buffalo, Georgie, in aé- 
dition to acting, got a job soliciting 
ads for an advertising weekly. He 
got_a commission on the ads he 
sold and also a full column space 


in each issue. He used this column

BOUT this time, Georgie got 
Atzis song-writing bug. He 

tramped from one publishing 
house to another with his song 
manuscripts and finally sold “Why 
Did Nellie Leave Her Home,” to M. 
Witmark & Sons. At last he was 
to see his name on the title page of 
a song, he was going to show the 
hams that he was the best song 
writer in America. Josie was a 
success, as aspecialty'dancer, moth- 
er and father were established in 
their field, and now Georgie himself 
was on the road to being establish- 
ed as a composer and author. He 
carried the royalty contract around 
in his coat pocket and lost no 
chance to let his friends know that 
he had written a big hit, but when 
advance copies of “Why Did Nellie 
Leave Her Home” came out, 
Georgie found that an entirely new 
set of lyrics had been written to fit 
his melody. The chagrin was al- 
most more than he could bear. He 


Ahad sung the song to everyone that 


would listen and now they would 
know that the whole thing had been 
revised, so to cope with this situa- 
tion Georgie had to go about telling 
everybody about how he had 
changed his mind and singing them 
the new version to prove it. 
Georgie continued to sell his songs 
to various publishers for $10 and 
$25 apiece, and always arranged for 
the payment of so much a copy as 
royalty. He started writing patter 
for comedians, and sketches for va- 
riety teams and finally Lew Dock- 
stader, leading monologist of the 
day, engaged him to write the stuff 
for his ‘new act. And Georgie 
thought himself a very important 
person. With $1100 in the bank at 
the tender age of 16, he turned his 
thoughts toward Broadway. 

For 35 weeks the four Cohans 
toured the country with “April 
Fool,” but because of some trouble 
between Georgie and the stage 
manager the arrangement finally 
came to an end, A few more road 
tours and a little more trouble with 
managers because they wouldn’t ac- 
cept his offer to “fix up” their plays 
and Georgie decided to quit as a 
trouper. He decided he’d stick to 
his writing. He also became busi- 
ness manager for the “Four Co- 
hans,” and by the end of the sea- 


“gon (1897) they were conceded to be 


the biggest “four act” in America. 
About this time, Georgie wrote

that ditty which started the coon- 
song craze again, “I Guess I'll Have 
to Telegraph My Baby,” and in ad- 
dition to his song writing was do- 
ing his own play writing and pro- 
ducing. In 1901 the Four Cohans 
opened in “The Governor’s Son,” 
written and produced by young 
George himself. Then~he wrote 
“Little Johnny Jones,” with the 
idea of starring himself. One writ- 
er of popular melodrama, after wit- 
nessing a rehearsal of “Little John- 


In the movie, “Phantom President.” 


ny Jones,” said: “You can’t play a 
mob scene, shoot off guns and dash 
from heroics into a musical num- 
ber. The public will never stand 
for it.” But Georgie did shoot off 
guns and dash from heroics into 
a musical number, and the result 
was a smashing hit, possibly one of 
the biggest in the history of Ameri- 
can musical comedy. After “Little 
Johnny Jones,” his next successes 
were “Forty-five Minutes From 
Broadway,” “George Washington 
Jr.” and the “Yankee Prince.” Be- 
sides writing and producing’ the 
plays, Georgie also wrote the songs. 

Georgie had been working on a 
dramatization of Rarl Derr Big- 
gers’ novel, “Seven Keys to Bald- 
pate,” and when it opened at the 
Astor Theater in 1913, the panic 
broke. Critics accused him of tear- 
ing down traditions, disregarding 
rules of play construction and in- 
sulting the intelligence of the pub- 
lic, but the play made new records 
and played the Astor for an entire 
season.

Cohan had no quarrel with . the 
movies. He appeared in some, ver- 
sions of his own play, but until 
1932 he refused to act in the talkies. 
But he couldn’t get along with the 
producers and he says he never 
expécts to go back to Hollywood. 
“If I had: my choice between Holly- 
wood and Atlanta,” he says, “I'd 
take Leavenworth.” 

When the script of Eugene 
O’Neill’s “Ah, Wilderness!” was sent 
to him, George Cohan was prepar- 
ing for another production, but he 
accepted immediately. The play it- 
self was a success, but his individ- 
ual success overtopped that of the 
play. 

In all his years in the theater, 
George M. Cohan had few reverses 
and no defeats and he admits that 
one of the biggest disappointments 
of his life came when he found that 
his offer to buy the New . York 
Giants had been rejected.

RECISELY why the third mo- 
P ic: is called the wisdom tooth 

is hard to establish, Perhaps 
it is because by the time this tooth 
has erupted and given its victim 
all the varieties of difficulties to 
which it can be father, the sufferer 
is “wise’ to all possible dental af- 
flictions. 
The tooth is interesting in that 
it apparently is a regressing mem- 
ber of our dental array. It is sub- 
ject to all sorts of vagaries in de- 
velopment, issuance through the 
gum, position and form. 
When completely within the gum, 
it is believed the wisdom tooth may 
remain intact, but when it-breaks 
through and is exposed to the or- 
ganisms of the mouth, it has a tend- 
ency to decay promptly. For this 
reason it is a common and impor- 
tant source of infection. It is also 
believed by many to contribute to 
the development of Vincent’s an- 
gina or,.trench mouth. 

In the endeavor to break through 
the gum and assume its place in 
the jaw, the so-called impacted wis- 
dom tooth is liable to give rise to a 
wide variety of neuralgia pains, 
These may involve not only the 
nerves of the face. but may affect 
remote nerve structures, including 
the central nervous system. 

Decay of the wisdom tooth, lead- 
ing to the formation’ of a focus of 
infection, will give rise to local 
manifestations and to all that vast 
list of symptoms associated with 
focal infections. The upper wisdom 
tooth, when decayed, may involve 


the maxillary sinus, that is, the 
sinus in the cheek bone. 
Because of the readiness with 


which the wisdom tooth decays, 
and because of its liability to fail 
to erupt and hence to give rise to 
difficulties, it is worth while hav- 
ing special attention paid to this 
tooth.
